IN FRENCH HUB 


Fighting Planes To Front 
Annual Paris Salon In 
Flying Craft

PARIS, March 3—The 16th annual 
“Air Salon” in the Grand Palais, 
where 11 countries showed what 
they could do in the way of build- 
ing air “buggies” and flying death 
cars was a big event 

After the official opening with all 
the diplomats and air technicians 
present, the general public was ad- 
mitted and the ordinary Parisian 
took his family to see the show. 
Judging from the expressions, the 
exhibition is causing as much s0- 
ber reflection as curiosity 

The commercial 
aircraft was lost behind the impos- 
ing array of destruction carriers 
which indicated civil and domestic 
needs taking a backseat in favor 
of military requirements, In fact 
the merely useful and constructive 
machines looked as unwelcome es 
a country cousin in civilian clothes 
at a full dress reception. 

Countries taking part in the air 
show included Great Britain, 
United States, France, Germany, 


Poland, Czecho-Slovakia, Yugo- 
slavia, Holland, Brazil, Switzer- 
land and Belgium. 

Fighting planes, giant deadly 


bombers and sleek, swift pursuit 
ships dominated the display. The 
visitor got quickly a comprehen- 
sive view of the latest fighting 
machines in Europe, England and 
the United Staes—and was perhaps 
tempted to speculate on whether 
the 19th century wasn't a healthier 
period to live in. 


LATEST AND FASTEST 

Great names in aviation such as 
Hawker Hurricanes, Dornier bomb- 
ers, Fokker fighters, and Vaught 
pursuit planes were displayed with 
all the trimmings. An interesting 
specimen which drew big crowds 
was the prize Polish “Flying 
Bullet," so small, light and rapid 
that they resemble a swarm of lo- 
custs when seen in mass. Each was 
mounted with two machine guns | 
and an aerial cannon and carried 
one giant bomb.

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|U.S. House Group Has 


Greatest Appropriation For 
Army Since Great War

WASHINGTON, March 3.—The 
house “appropriations committee 
has reported to the house a $499,- 
857,936 money bill for the war de- 
partment for the year beginning 
July 1. It was the largest regular 
army appropriation since the 
World War. 

This action initiated another phase 
of President Roosevelt's broad na- 
tional defense program of which an 
air force expanded to at least 5,500 
planes is a key part. , 

The committee recommended im- 
mediate expenditure of $50,000,000 
mostly for air corps expansion. 

The sum allotted for immediate 
expenditure, without waiting for the 
new fiscal year to start, will buy 
851 combat planes and 14 photo- 
graphic planes. 


FOR AIRPLANES 

With other sums already approv- 
ed and orders given, that will raise 
to 1,690 the number of planes to be 
delivered within 18 months, 

The army then would have 
around 3,200 first-line planes to- 
ward its new goal of 5,500 or 6,000 
planes. 

The cash appropriations were 
$39,656,682 above the 1939 fund and 
with the contractual fund the bill 
carries only $941,944 less than Mr. 
Roosevelt asked. 

The features of the bill were: 

An increase of $8,731,731 in ord- 
nance funds to $47,923,455, including 
authorization of $8,000,000 of con- 
tracts. This fund woud make $37,- 
000,000 available for purchasing 
critical armament, and equipment. 

An increase of $2,587,285 in the 
appropriations for army transporta~- 
tion, of which $2,000,000 would be 
spent on new motorized equipment. 
Seacoast defences were increased 
$501,956 over the current year’s ap- 
propriations to $7,250,523. 

A total of $8,594,878 for new con-

LONDON, March 3.—Roward 
Carter, who tapped the 32-cen- 
turies-old tomb of the boy king 
| Tut-Ankh-Amen in defiance of 
| the “curse of the Pharoahs,” died 
at the age of 66 at his home here 
last night—16 years after his 
thrilling discovery. 

He had been ill for some time. 

The English archaeologist pene- 
trated the Egyptian tomb in 1922 
and found the mummified body of 
the king, priceless jewels and anci- 
ent furniture. The king’s body was 
encased in three coffins, the last 
of which was pure gold. 

Moses supposedly led the Is- 
raclites through the Red sea dur- 
ing King Tut's reign sometime be- 
tween the 15th and 14th centuries 
before Christ, and the discoveries 
in the excavations of his tomb 
aroused great popular interest, 

About 20 persons connected with 
the discovery died in recent years.

Pope Pius XII inherits a responsibility 
which would be great in any circum- 
stances and is multiplied by the social 
trends and international cleavages of the 
time. 

The post-war world has been drifting 
away from religion. The old conventions 
aré less observed. Places of worship are 
less well attended. The authority of 
spiritual leaders has weakened, though the 
branch of the church over which the Pope 
presides has suffered less in that respect 
than others. It is commonly stated, 
and there is much evidence to support the 
view, that mankind at large has been 
heading toward a cultured and refined 
paganism. That in itself constitutes a 
difficult problem for the new Pope, as it 
did for his predecessor. 

Humanity is now living under threat 
of another world war; a threat deliberate- 
ly raised by wicked and designing men 
who aim to make great nations the instru- 
ments of calculated aggression, and who 
have already done so in four areas inhab- 
ited by nearly one-half the population of 
the earth. To preach the gospel of peace, 
uphold the principles of justice, and voice 
the claims of humanity in these circum- 
stances, and do so with effect, will be a 
task requiring courage, tact and persist- 
ence. 


Get On With the Job

Saul Among the Prophets 


Believe it or not, the London Times is 
a convert to managed money. It says the 
old orthodox gold theory, “in which most 
of us were nurtured,” has gone for good 
and cannot return; and that what remains 
is to perfect the technique of adjusting a 
non-convertible money supply to the needs 
of the country and the time. Parts of the 
old system may be incorporated in the 
new if and as experience leads, but Brit- 
ain is “off” gold to stay. } 

This conclusion is not reached by a 
process of abstract reasoning, but is 
drawn from the results of trial and ex- 
periment. The last year, the Times says, 
was a peculiarly difficult one from the 
monetary stand-point, and subjected Brit- | 
ain’s non-metallic system to a severe 


test. Trade slowed down, and the war | 
scare caused a flight of foreign capital | 
from London. But the new financial | 


mechanism stood the strain better than 
the old one would have done. The equal- 
ization fund took up the slack between 
British and foreign moneys successfully 
-—a function which was supposed to be 
automatically performed in other days by 
the ebb and flow of gold from one coun- 
try to another,

The Vanishing Property-Owners 


The Alberta Board of Trade and Agri- 
culture has gathered information showing 
that in 52 towns in Alberta 65,487 par- 
cels of land had been forfeited for arrears 
of taxes in 1936. In addition 5,700 more 
pieces of property were due to be struck 
off the tax list in 1937. A total of more 
than 70,000 parcels forfeited and in pro- 
cess of forfeiture, out of a total of 107,- 
374 parcels in the 52 towns. 

Edmonton years ago had more than 
50,000 forfeited properties, including 
many houses and business blocks. There 
have been additions and _ subtractions 
since, and for some years forfeiture pro- 
ceedings have been stayed because to 
take titles for caveated property would 
have meant a sweeping confiscation—and 
reduction of the taxable list. The posi- 
tion in Calgary is similar. 

Whatever has been the trend in rural 
areas, in the cities and towns high taxes 
have been crowding property-owners to 
the wall, dispossessing them, and progres- 
sively transferring the town-sites into 
possession of the municipal corporations. 
In that respect we have been heading 
straight for Socialism of the extreme type 
—with residential and business property 
owned by the city or town and rented by 
the former owners. 

One of two things has to happen. 
Either property taxation must be cut 
down everywhere, or the private owner- 
ship of property in cities and towns will 
disappear; and this at accelerating pace, 
for the narrowing circle of property- 
owners are harder squeezed as their num- 
bers grow less. 

This is one feature of the “state of the 
country” which the legislature should 
take into serious consideration without 
any more delay. If the legislature cannot 
check the taxpayer mortality, the mun- 
icipal councils are helpless,

It is a long time before the tourist sea- 
son will open, but Cadborosaurus has al- 
ready made its appearance off the Van- 
couver harbor.

A Japanese munitions plant blew up, 
killing 200 persons, wounding 200 more, 
and starting a fire which left 5,800 home- 
less. Had this not occurred the munitions 
would have been sent to China, perhaps 
to be used there to kill and wound a cor- 
responding number of equally blameless 
villagers or peasants. It sounds heart- 
less, but since Japan is waging merci- 
less and unprovoked war upon the 
Chinese, the pity is that all its munitions 
do not do their killing at home. That 
would soon stop the war. 


Sixteen applicants have been refused 
driver's licenses in Vancouver because 
they could not pass the official tests. 
Some could not see properly, some were 
too feeble to handle a car, and some just 
couldn't drive safely when asked to 
demonstrate their skill. The reasons for 
which licenses were refused make plain 
why applicants in every province should 
be required to pass tests before getting 
permission to operate cars on streets and

Hew well Lincoln speaks to thase who would 
maintain the democratic way today! Not only 
was he outstanding in his trust of the people;

“With malice toward 
none, with charity for all’—that was his word 
to the Nation at a time when war hatreds burned 
high, searing not only enemies but those like 
Lincoln who sought to maintain tolerance.

Put Their Names to Anything 

Prime Minister King and Conservative 
Leader Manion don't like those “leadership” 
ballots that a young publisher in Toronto is 
inducing people to send to members of parlia- 
ment. The Prime Minister sees in them a tend- 
ency by people to “get into a Fascist state of 
mind,” while Doctor Manion remarks: 

“I am getting just a Lttle tired of people 
outside of the House, who know nothing what- 
ever about the affairs of parliament, eontinually 
lecturing this House to get on with the busi- 
ness of the people.” 

Let Prime Minister King put away his fears 
of Fascism, and Doctor Manion his weariness. 
For those “leadership” ballots, calling for 
nothing more than a pair of scissors to cut some- 
thing out of young Mr. McCullagh’s newspaper, 
tell only that there are people in the world who 
will put their names to anything, no matter how 
crazy, providing somebody asks them. ° 

There are petitions, for example. Let any- 
body get up a petition to make it compulsory 
for everybody to dance the “Lambeth Walk” and 
we venture to think that scores of thousands 
would sign it. That is why, every session, tre- 
mendous bundles of petitions are dragged into 
the House (One member this session had 167,000 
names on one petition alone) and laid solemnly 
on the table, with nobody paying the slightest 
attention to them, and the majority not even 
knowing what the blessed things are about. 

So we're not at the barricades yet. Mr.

“Canada Calls You” is he message of the 
Dominion to the seeker after scenic beauty, con- 
veyed seductively by means of a cleverly exec- 
uted and well printed booklet issued by the Can- 
adian Travel Bureau under the direction of D. 

The maple leaf and the beaver have 
long been emblems of Canada, but the redcoat- 
ed Mountie who adorns the cover of this new 
booklet has in recent years almost gained an 
equal status. The Honorable C. D. Howe, Min- 
ister of Transport, under whose aegis the Bureau 
functions, may well be proud of this latest addi- 
tion to Canada’s tourist literature. 


The inside cover and fly leaf of the book- 
let have been ingeniously adapted to the display 
of a three-fold map of the Dominion in color 
showing the various provinces, railway lines, 
motor roads and Trans-Canada Airways. A 
splendid reproduction of a portrait of His Ex- 
cellency the Right Honorable Lord Tweedsmuir 
of Elsfield graces the opening page where also 
appears a thoughtful message written by this 
popular Governor-General of, Canada. 

Color has been used extensively throughout 
the book to define the sections devoted to the 
various provinces and the sections covering 
transportation, National Parks, fishing, hunting, 
winter sports and other attractions. Particularly 
pleasing is the color plate depicting the Na- 
tion] War Memoria! of granite and bronze which 
has been erected in Ottawa and will be unveil- 
ed by His Majesty King George VI on the oc- 
easion of the royal visit to Canada in May and 
June. 

From cover to cover the pages are filled with 
illustrations showing scenes from coast to coast, 
The picturesque shores of the Maritimes, quaint 
scenes from old Quebec, Ontario resorts, tour- 
ist havens in the Prairie provinces and play- 
grounds of British Columbia are well represent- 
ed over readable captions and interspersed with 
interesting text. .The vacationist planning a trip 
to Canada will find much of use in “Canada 
Calls You” and the readgr who has no such 
plans will be sorely tempted to join the tourist 
army which invades Canada every year.

The other important announcement which 
was held a close secret till world patents were 
obtained, was announced by Dr. Chapman, head 
of the College of Mines in Arizona University. 
It is a new and simple method for recovering 
gold from low-grade ores. It will enable gold 

“frozen” in abandoned mines 
CAN RECOVER to be recovered, as well as 
“FROZEN” GOLD make profitable the operation 
of low-grade properties. 

The process, acclaimed as “opening up a 
wider field of gold recovery than has hitherto 
been known” is based on discovery that activ- 
ated carbon absorbs (i.e. permits adhesion in 
extremely thin layers) gold instead of precipitat- 
ing it in a cyanide solution as was previously 
believed. 

Lime, cyanide and activated charcoal are 
placed in the grinding m.ill with the ore, the 
carbon absorbing the gold as the cyanide dis- 
solves it. 

After passing through the grinding circuit 
the carbon-bearing gold is removed and the gold 
recovered by a flotation process. Practically 100 
per cent recovery is claimed for the Chapman 
process. 

All of this may be dull reading to many a 
person, but to the prospector and mining oper- 
ator it opens a new door to prosperity, through 
which in time will flow an output of silk 
stockings, diamond necklaces, high-priced cars 
and palatial homes. It is the best news the 
North-West has had since Major Douglas opened 
the floodgates of his promises five years ago.

The struggle was renewed Mon- 
day, March 10, With a view to im- 
pressing the urgency of the situa- 
tion, Mr, Borden read a memoran- 
dum from Mr. Winston Churchill, 
first lord of the admiralty, The

The one chance to) 
grab a diamond trick was to do| 
it quickly, thus risking a severe) 
penalty. Declarer, at the second 
trick, led a low diamond toward 
dummy’s queen, West, as mentioned 
above, was fast asleep. Holding A J. 
9 of diamonds, he was so intent on 
establishing a tenace position for 
himself that would produce two 
diamond tricks, that he failed to see 
what might happen. Surely it was 
not far-fetched to assume that if 
the diamond queen held, declarer 
might rattle off three hearts and 
four clubs which, in addition to 
the spade trick already home, would 
round out the contract. At any rate 
when West played the diamond nine 
it was all over. Dummy’'s queen 
held and declarer shifted quickly to 
his sure winners in hearts and 
clubs. 

Obviously, if West hed been even 
reasonably alert, he would have put 
up the diamond ace without a sec- 
ond’s hesitation and would have led 
another spade. East then would 
have run off six spade tricks and 
the contract, instead of being ful- 
filled, would have been defeated 
300 points.

Firemen Probe lee. Coated 
Ruins Of Hotel For 
Charred Bodies

HALIFAX, March 3.—Firemen 
proceeded today with the grim 
task of probing ice-coated ruins of 
the fireswept Queen hotel for an

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BIG INCREASE 
IN AIR FORCE 


Huge Outlay For Empire's 
Air Branch Disclosed 
In London 


By Associated Press 

LONDON, March 3.—Great Bri- 
tain announced a (5 per cent, in- 
crease in her airforce appropria- 
tions today close on the heels of a 
declaration by Germany that the 
Nazis intended to maintain their 
advantage in warplanes. 

Air Secretary Sir Kingsley Wood 
submitted estimates to the House 
of Commons calling for spending 
the record sum of £220,626,700 ($1,- 
103,133,500) for the 1939-40 fiscal 
year starting April 1. 

This huge outlay for the empire's 
air branch was disclased a day 
after Field Marshal Goering, Ger- 
man air minister, warned the 
Reich was producing planes “in 
numbers and of quality which 
seemed unthinkable.” 

The air secretary stressed a 
speed-up in the manufacture of 
planes, stating Britain's home 
first line strength on March 31 
would be 1,750 planes.

OTTAWA, March 3.~—Failure of Public Works Minister 


Failow of Alberta to furnish 


information with respect to 


highway and road construction work is responsible for the 
delay with respect to the dominion’s participation in the 


projects. 

Hon. T. A. Crerar, minister of 
national resources issued a com- 
prehensive reply to Mr. Falow's | 
criticism of the Dominion and | 
refuted the statements of the 
Alberta minister. 

So far from the Dominion hav- 
ing discriminated against Alberta 
on political grounds, the foothills 
province had received “$1,005,000 
of the $3,328,500 voted last year for | 
all public parks,” he said. The Do- | 
minion also spent over $2,000.000 on | 
the Banff-Jasper hig’ way in 
Alberta, and huge sums on other 
mountain highways connecting 
with Alberta 

In a prepared statement peo | 
ing remarks made by Mr. Fallow in 
the Alberta legislature Hon, Mr. 
Crerar said: 


MAKE KNOWN FACTS 

In the past I have refrained from 
replying to the many statements 
Mr. Fallow has made from time to 
time because no good purpose 
would have been served in doing 
$0. However, from his recent re- 
marks it is apparent he deliberately 
Wishes to misrepresent the situa- 
tig@n to the people of his province 
ela it is, therefore, necessary that 
the facts should be made known to | 
them. 

Mr. Fallow has charged that the | 
Dominion Government has dis- 
cciminated against Alberta in grant- 

1g assistance to road construction 
work or to use his own words, “that 
] as a Federal Minister have stooped 
to paltry piffling treatme.t of his 
Province because his Government | 
was not of the same political stripe.” 
What are the facts: 

As early as May, 1936, the Domin- 


n approached the Province of 
Alberta and intimated its willing- 
ness to assist in the improvement 


and hard-surfacing of the road from 
Waterton Lakes Park to Calgary. 


WIRED MR. FALLOW 

Following the discussions which 
took place I wired Mr. Fallow on 
the 27th July, 1936, inquiring if the 
Province would proceed with the 
proposed improvements and on the 
following day a reply was received 
that owing to serious drought con- 
ditions the Province only sontem: | 

- plated a small expenditure on the 
ad in question. I wired him again 
on the 31st of the same month again 
ntimating the Dominion’s willing- 
ness to contribute to the cost of 
hard-surfacing this road and asked 
for further information as to the 
plans of the Province. No answer 
was received to this telegram so I 
wrote him again on November. the 
th. This last letter was answered 
on December 2nd by Mr. Fallow 
when he expressed regrets for his 
oversight in not replying to my 
telegram of July 3ist. It is, there- 
fore, clear that it was not the fault 
of the Dominion that the Province 
did not take advantage of the Do- 
minion’s offer of assistance in the 
year 1936. 

On January 19, 1937, I again wrote 
Mr. Fallow expressing the view 
that it was desirable to complete 
the Waterton-Calgary road and that 
the work should be started at the 
earliest date possible and informed 
him that the Dominion would be 

repared to contribute the sum of 
*75,000 towards the bituminous sur- 
facing of this road. On March 4 
Mr. Fallow accepted the offer and 
an agreement was entered into with 
the Province whereby the Domin- 
ion agreed to contribute a certain 
proportion of the expenditures up 
to $75,000. For some reason pr other 
the Province was not able to spend 
the full sum of $75,000 during that 
vear and only used approximately 
£52,000, leaving $23,000 unexpended 
Again in 1938 the Dominion offered 
the Province the sum of $75,000 to- 
wards the improvement of this road 
Our information is the Province 
will be able to spend all of it. 


REFERRED TO NEGOTIATIONS 

Mr. Fallow has referred to the 
negotiations which took place in 
reference to the spending of the 
amount allocated to Albérta from 
the vote passed by parliament to 
improve transportation facilities 
into mining areas and particularly 
mentions two proposed projects— 
one, a road from McMurray to 
Goldfields and the other a road 
from Grimshaw to Providence in 
the Northwest Territories. On 
August 15, 1936, the Provincial Gov- 
ernment was asked if it intended to 
take advantage of the money that 
had been appropriated to Alberta 
out of the Mining Roads Vote. On 
the 10th September, Mr, Fallow 
replied stating 


the offer.and suggested that a start 
should be made on the McMurray- 
Goldfields road. 

When I was in Alberta in the 
early part of October, Mr. Fallow 
interviewed me and discussed the 
question of a start being made on 
this road. He was told quite defi- 


could not be constructed on the 
east side of the Athabaska river 
and that its construction on the 
west side would be very costly, the 
estimated amount being $66,000 
plus the cost of a ferry. The en- 
gineers reported that the road 
would not reduce transportation 
rates and that none of the trans- 
portation companies were in favor 
of it, some even going so far as to 
express the opinion that if the road 
were constracted no freight would 
be transported over it. The con- 
sensus of opinion was that it would 


| be cheaper to move the goods by

$52.000. He omitted to mention 
that on the 15th December he wrote 
me referring to the discussion he 
had hed at Ottawa during his last 
visit when he brought up the ques- 
tion of providing better transporta- 
tion facilities into the Northwest 
Territories and referred to the offer 
that had been made to give assist- 
ance to the Province in 1939. 

In his letter Mr. Fallow stated 
that their investigations in the 
meantime had resulted in the defi- 
nite conclusion that a winter road 
from Grimshaw north to the mouth 
of Hay River was not only feasible 
but was highly desirable and that 
the work should be commenced im- 
mediately. I discussed the matter 
with the officials in the department. 
They in turn approached the prin- 
cipal transportation companies for 
the purpose of ascertaining the ex- 
tent to which the road would be 
used and the benefits that would 
be derived from it. 


TELEPHONED MR. FALLOW 

As a result of the information 
received, at my request the deputy 
minister telephoned Mr. Fallow on 
the 24th December pointing out that 
the mineral development in the 
mining areas in the Northwest 
Territories during the past year 
would justify consideration being 
given to the question of providing 
winter transportation and that the 
department was prepared to discuss 
with him or his deputy minister 
the surveys that were necessary be- 
fore the work could be commenced.

Gerald O'Connor Urges 


Real Study Of Urgent 
Problems 


Engaging of well-trained econo- 
Mists to study real problems fec- 
ing the province instead of spend- 
ing funds “on the pretence that 
Social credit would be established” 
was urged by Gerald O'Connor, 
Liberal, Edmonton, in speaking in 
the budget debate in the legis- 
lature Thursday, 

Mr. O'Connor called for reduc- 
tion of taxation, for Social Crediters 
to forget its political patronage 
charges against old line parties un- 
til it had put its own house in order 
end urged co-opération with the 
Dominion government in refunding 
of the public debt and solution of 
private debts. 

The government won the election 
and took office, but “instead of the 
dawn of a new day it was just the 
cold grey dawn of the morning 
after,” he said. 

Mr. O'Connor declared the budget 
an orthodox one because it could 
not be anything else in view of 
Social Credit being impossible and 
abandoned by the administration. 
‘That is,” he added, “if there is any 
Suck thing as a social credit budget.” 
§ Quoting from evidence given be- 

the agricultural committee in 
1934, Mr. O'Connor said Social 
Ci€dit authorities had advised it 
cogld not be established on a pro- 
Vincial bisis. Courts had declared 
the government's legislation beyond 
the powers of the Jegislature. 

While the government still held 
out that Social Credit would be 
established and dividends paid, 
speeches by members indicated 
social credit was being abandoned 
and monetary reform was being 
sought. 

This was encouraging, said Mr. 
O'Cennor, because it showed the 
“abandonment of nonsense” and the 
desire to deal with the fundamental 
ae ire Difficulties were being 
aced and real problems ou 
dealt with, he added, wil hie 


HOUSE IN ORDER 

“I am urging the government to 
abandon its pretence that it is about 
to put social credit into Alberta; to 
abandon political Patronage; to put 
its house in order and at least, until 
it does, to abandon its hypocritical 
attitude towards the old-line par- 
ties,” said Mr. O'Connor. 

“I advocate the bringing to Al- 
berta of trained economists who 
know the problems and who can at 
least focus public attention on the 
real problems and assist in finding 
the solution. The money now 
wasted on the social credit board 
could be used to much better ad- 
vantage for that purpose.”
